The  Moderator  counted  16  NEGATIVES  and  counted  up  to  125

The  Berkley  School  Committee  desires  to  express  its  support  for  the 
continuation  of  the  Public  Building  Needs  Committee  & School 
Building  Committee.  The  School  Committee  feels  that  this  committee 
has  worked  diligently  and  quite  successfully  in  the  pursuit  of  its 
objectives  to  present  a viable  building  program  to  the  town  meetings 
for  its  consideration.  Further,  the  School  Committee  feels  that  a 
change  in  direction  of  this  committee  at  this  point  in  time  would  be 
counterproductive  and  result  not  only  in  a loss  of  time,  but  in  a 
loss  of  accomplished  work. 

A new  group  endeavoring  to  work  on  this  project  would  have  to 
experience  a period  of  education  and  then  re-do  much  of  what  already 
has  been  completed.  The  School  Committee  is  currently  reviewing  the 
preliminary  plans  and  specif ications  for  the  proposed  school 
building  project.  We  are  still  targeting  a June  1996  deadline. 
Therefore,  it  is  imperative  that  the  work  of  this  committee  proceed 
as  expeditiously  as  possible  so  that  the  required  time  lines  be  met. 

Prior  to  further  progress  on  this  aspect  of  the  town  building  needs, 
it  is  necessary  for  the  town  to  finalize  the  purchase  of  a site  for 
construction.  The  School  Committee  hopefully  looks  forward  to 
progress  in  the  near  future  toward  meeting  Berkley's  building  needs.

ARTICLE  1:  Voted:  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee. 
The  Finance  Committee  approves  all  projects  on  the  warrant  as  debt 
exclusion  votes. 

ARTICLE  13:  Voted:  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Public  Building  Needs 
Committee/School  Building  Committee  and  related  Departments.  Mr. 
Lyman  stated  the  Committee  supports  all  projects  as  presented  on  the 
warrant . 

ARTICLE  14:  To  appropriate  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000.00)  for 
the  design,  constructing,  originally  equipping  and  furnishing  an 
addition  to  and  design,  remodeling,  reconstruction  and  making 
extraordinary  repairs  to  the  Berkley  Public  Library  Building;  that 
to  meet  this  appropriation  the  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  is  authorized  to  borrow  up  to  One  Million  Dollars 
($1,000,000.00)  under  G.L.  c.44,  Section  7;  that  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  is  authorized  to  contract  for  and  expend  any  federal  or 
state  aid  available  for  the  project;  and  that  the  Public  Building 
Needs  Committee  and  School  Building  Committee  is  authorized  to  take 
any  other  action  necessary  to  carry  out  this  project;  provided, 
however  that  this  vote  shall  not  take  effect  until  the  Town  votes  to 
exempt  from  the  limitation  on  total  taxes  imposed  by  G.L.  c.59, 
Section  2 1C  (Proposition  2 1/2)  amounts  required  to  pay  the 
principal  of  and  interest  on  the  borrowing  authorized  by  this  vote. 

The  Moderator  read  Article  3,  Section  5 of  the  Town  of  Berkley 
By-laws : 

"The  vote  on  any  motion,  provided  the  meeting  so  votes  shall  be 
taken  by  a "YES"  or  "NO"  ballot  with  the  use  of  the  check  list.  Any 
warrant  article  authorizing  the  Treasurer  to  borrow  by  bonding  in 
excess  of  $500,000.00  shall  be  voted  only  by  means  of  a "YES"  or 
"NO"  ballot,  so  that  an  accurate  count  can  be  taken  and  sealed." 

The  ballot  vote  proceeded. 

Upon  completion  of  the  count,  the  Moderator  declared  the  results  of 
Article  14  with  162  voting,  119  YES  and  43  NO.  The  Moderator 
declared  Article  14  passed  by  the  two-thirds  required. 

ARTICLE  15:  To  appropriate  up  to  Two  Million  Five  Hundred  Thousand 
Dollars  ($2,500,000.00)  for  the  final  design  and  construction  of  a 
new  Public  Safety  Building,  including  furnishings  and  all  other 
related  equipment;  and  that  to  meet  this  appropriation  the 
Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  is 
authorized  to  borrow  up  to  Two  Million  Five  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars

principal  of  and  interest  on  the  borrowing  authorized  by  this  vote. 

Fire  Chief  Kevin  Partridge  gave  a brief  report  on  the  modifications. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Town  of  Berkley  By-law  Article  3, 
Procedures  at  Town  Meetings,  Section  5,  the  Moderator  called  for  a 
"YES"  or  "NO"  ballot. 

Upon  completion  of  the  count,  the  Moderator  declared  the  results  of 
Article  15  passed  by  the  two-thirds  required. 

ARTICLE  16:  Unanimously  voted:  To  appropriate  Three  Hundred  Ninety 
Thousand  Dollars  ($390,000.00)  for  the  purchase  of  a suitable  land 
site  for  a new  school  and  other  public  facilities;  that  to  meet  this 
appropriation  the  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  is  authorized  to  borrow  up  to  Three  Hundred  Ninety 
Thousand  Dollars  ($390,000.00)  under  G.L.  c.44,  Section  7(3);  and 
that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  is  authorized  to  take  any  other  action 
necessary  to  carry  out  this  project;  provided,  however,  that  this 
vote  shall  not  take  effect  until  the  Town  votes  to  exempt  from  the 
limitation  on  total  taxes  imposed  by  G.L.  c.59,  Section  21C 
(Proposition  2 1/2)  amounts  required  to  pay  the  principal  of  and 
interest  on  the  borrowing  authorized  by  this  vote. 

ARTICLE  17:  Under  the  provisions  of  the  Town  of  Berkley  By-law 
Article  3,  Procedures  at  Town  Meetings,  Section  5,  the  Moderator 
called  for  a "YES"  or  "NO"  ballot. 


Upon  completion  of  the  count,  the  Moderator  declared  the  results  of 
Article  17  with  158  voting.

I hereby  submit  my  report  as  Fire  Chief  of  the  Berkley  Fire  & Rescue 
Department  for  the  year  1995. 

The  Fire  & Rescue  Department  has  once  again  had  a very  busy  and 

productive  year.  The  Department  responded  to  over  420  calls  for 
service  ranging  from  minor  public  assistance  calls  to  severe  medical 
emergencies  and  house  fires. 

The  Berkley  Fire  & Rescue  Department  operates  with  primarily  a call 
department  and  consists  of  45  call  firefighters.  It  is  broken  down 
into  two  stations,  Station  # 1 on  the  Common  and  Station  # 2 in 

Myricks . Each  station  covers  a certain  response  area.  The  Town  is 

divided  into  two  by  Route  24  to  make  up  the  response  areas.  As  the 

town  continues  to  grow,  especially  in  the  Myricks  area,  we  see  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  calls  for  service.  The  Department 
responded  to  a total  of  192  fire  calls,  which  had  a total  response 
of  over  1300  man-hours.  The  majority  of  the  calls  continue  to  be 
during  the  daytime  hours  (7AM-4PM),  with  the  evening  hours 
( 4PM— 12AM)  being  the  next  busiest. 

Operating  with  primarily  a call  fire  department  means  that  there  is 
nobody  at  the  fire  stations,  except  during  the  daytime  hours,  during 
the  week  when  the  station  on  the  Common  is  manned  from  7AM  until 
430PM.  All  the  call  firefighters  carry  radio  pagers  which  alert 
them  when  there  is  an  emergency.  You,  as  a citizen,  need  to  realize 
that  when  you  have  an  emergency  you  must  make  contact  with  the  Fire 
Department  without  delay.  Once  a call  is  received,  the  dispatchers 
tone  out  the  necessary  personnel  to  respond  to  the  fire  station  to 
get  eguipment  and  then  to  the  call.  Any  delays  in  contact  makes  it 
that  much  longer  for  our  personnel  to  get  to  your  aid. 

Our  ambulance  service  operates  on  the  same  principal.  The 
Department  currently  has  25  certified  EMTs  of  which  23  are  call 
members . Over  the  past  year  the  Berkley  Fire  Department  reached  a 
goal  it  had  set  and  the  ambulance  became  certified  at  the  advanced 
life  support-intermediate  level.  This  now  allows  our  ALS  personnel 
to  provide  advance  treatment  to  those  patients  who  reguire  it.  This 
will  increase  the  level  of  care  which  is  provided  to  our  patients. 

Being  a call  fire  department,  we  lose  members  and  take  on  new 
members  each  year.  This  year  3 new  emergency  medical  technicians 
were  hired.  Now  that  we  have  our  ALS  license,  we  are  trying  to 

upgrade  as  many  EMTs  to  the  intermediate  level  as  possible. 
Currently  several  of  our  EMTs  are  enrolled  in  the  advanced  life 
support  level  training  program.  The  Department  continues  to  look  to 
the  future  and  we  are  trying  to  grow  along  with  the  Town's  growth. 
A goal  has  been  set  to  attain  our  paramedic  level  certification 
within  two  years.  It  is  very  noticeable  that  over  the  last  five 

years  the  Department  has  struggled  and  even  with  a low  budget,  the 
service  has  improved  immensely.  The  level  of  care  which  the 

residents  receive  is  without  a doubt  at  the  highest  standard 

possible.  The  EMTs  and  firefighters  put  many  hours  into  the  this 
Department  progress  and  deserve  a lot  of  credit  and  thanks.  I would 
like  to  thank  Jean  Harmon  who  will  be  retiring  after  19  years  as  a 
member  of  the  Department  and  an  EMT.  Jean  Harmon  not  only  served  as 
an  EMT  on  the  ambulance,  but  also  assisted  as  an  instructor  for  the 
Department  EMT  training  classes.  Her  dedication  and  devotion  to  the 
Town  of  Berkley  has  been,  and  I'm  sure  will  continue  to  be, 
outstanding.  Knowing  Mrs.  Harmon,  she  will  probably  continue  to  the 
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serve  the  Town  she  loves  so  dear  in  some  other  capacity.  The 
Department  extends  its  gratitude  and  appreciation  to  Jean  Harmon  for 
her  any  years  of  service. 

Fire  Prevention  is  the  key  to  decreasing  unnecessary  and  careless 
fires  or  injuries.  The  Department  continues  to  conduct  inspections 
of  our  schools  and  day  cares  and  also  businesses.  By  making  fire 
safety  inspections  with  the  businesses  in  Town,  we  can  help  to 

prevent  fires  or  injuries  before  they  occur.  Many  fires  are 
considered  accidental  when,  in  fact,  they  are  usually  due  to  human 
carelessness.  Good  home  safety  practices  is  the  key  to  preventing 
fire  or  injuries  in  your  home.  By  taking  just  a few  moments  to  do  a 
home  safety  checklist,  it  can  make  the  difference  of  life  or  death. 

This  year,  the  Department  received  a $10,000  dollar  grant  for  fire 
prevention  education.  Captain  Robert  Milne  will  be  the  Department's 
(S.A.F.E.)  Student  Awareness  Firesafety  Educator  and  will  conduct 

educations  programs  in  the  school  and  for  the  public.  Don't  let  one 
small  mistake  change  your  life  forever,  be  fire  safe.  Funding  for 
the  S.A.F.E.  programs  comes  from  the  cigarette  tax,  and  part  of  our 
focus  is  on  the  careless  disposal  of  cigarettes.  Many  people  die 
from  careless  smoking,  so  for  your  sake  and  the  sake  of  your  family, 
please  be  a careful  smoker  or  even  kick  the  habit.  Along  the  line 
of  health,  the  Department  has  sponsored  and  taught  CPR/First  Aid  to 
many  Town  residents.  It  is  very  important  that  people  know  how  to 
activate  the  EMS  system  and  what  they  can  do  before  the  ambulance 
arrives.  The  program  has  been  successful  and  has  trained  a lot  of 
people  in  CPR  over  the  last  year.  My  sincere  thanks  to  all  the 

EMT/CPR  instructors  who  have  volunteered  their  time  to  teach  this 

valuable  program. 

A joint  effort  between  the  Fire  Department  and  the  Berkley  Lions 
Club  was  undertaken  this  past  year.  Free  smoke  detectors  were  given 
out  to  those  residents  who  needed  one.  This  inexpensive  and  small 
device  can  save  your  life  or  that  of  a loved  one.  Don't  live  home 
without  it!  Many  town  residents  also  took  advantage  of  the  Fire 

Department's  open  house  this  past  October  to  learn  about  fire 
safety.  This  was  by  far  the  largest  and  best  attended  open  house 
put  on  by  the  Fire  Department. 

Equipment  needs  continue  to  be  a priority  for  the  Department.  Aging 
equipment  is  slowly  being  replaced  with  an  equipment  replacement  and 
purchase  program  which  the  Department  has  instituted.  Each  year  the 
Department  has  been  purchasing  several  self-contained  breathing 
apparatus,  protective  clothing  sets,  and  large  diameter  hose.  This 
program  has  helped  to  replace  old  and  failing  equipment  and  purchase 
new  equipment  that  the  Department  never  had.  The  Fire  Association 
also  continues  to  be  a big  support  in  acquiring  equipment  that  is 
needed.  One  such  purchase  this  past  year  was  a much  needed 
multi-gas  detector  which  can  test  for  carbon  monoxide.  The 

introduction  of  the  carbon  monoxide  detector  to  the  public  has  shown 
a big  increase  in  these  types  of  calls.  With  the  meter,  we  can  now 
advise  the  occupant  if  it  is  safe  to  be  in  their  home.  The 

Department's  purchase  of  the  large  diameter  hose  is  part  of  a 
program  undertaken  to  help  improve  our  water  supply  capabilities. 
With  no  municipal  water  system,  the  Fire  Department  relies  solely 
upon  water  holes  for  its  water  supply  and  the  large  hose  will  help 
improve  our  capability  to  move  water  to  a fire  scene. 

The  Department  also  undertook  a major  project  of  making  four 
vehicles  ready  for  emergency  service.  The  Department  received  a 
truck  from  the  Coca  Cola  Company  of  New  England  and  turned  it  into  a 
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special  hazards  vehicle.  This  vehicle  helped  to  alleviate  the 
overstocking  of  the  fire  apparatus  and  gave  us  additional  space  for 
other  equipment.  The  second  vehicle  was  a 197  3 Ford  pumper  which 
the  Town  of  Somerset  donated  to  the  Department.  This  allowed  us  to 
return  the  vehicle  which  we  borrowed  from  Freetown.  The  vehicle 
from  Somerset  has  proven  to  be  a safer  and  more  reliable  vehicle. 
An  old  police  cruiser  was  also  transformed  into  the  new  Fire  Chief's 
car,  which  needed  replacing  very  badly.  The  final  project  which  is 
nearing  completion  is  the  construction  of  a brush  breaker.  A 
vehicle  was  given  to  the  Department  through  the  Lakeville  Fire 
Department  and  will  be  used  to  fight  brush  and  woods  fire.  A 
$2000.00  grant  was  also  applied  for  and  awarded  to  Berkley  for  this 
project.  The  funding  was  through  a Federal  rural  fire  protection 
program. 

The  purchase  of  a new  pumper  for  the  Department's  fleet  needs  to  be 
done  in  the  near  future.  The  first  line  pumper  out  of  Station  # 1 
has  reached  the  26  year  old  mark  and  is  beginning  to  cost  more  and 
more  in  mechanical  repairs.  The  pumper  from  Somerset  is  an 
improvement  over  the  1954  which  we  had  in  Station  # 2,  but  is  also 
22  years  old.  Our  1954  is  still  used  for  wood  fires  and  this  would 
be  moved  off  front  line.  Of  course  some  type  of  facility  will  need 
to  be  built  to  house  a new  pumper.  The  current  building  is  both  too 
small,  inefficient,  and  at  a stage  where  it  needs  replacing. 

The  goal  of  the  Berkley  Fire  & Rescue  Department  is  to  provide  the 
residents  of  Berkley  the  best  possible  fire  and  ambulance  protection 
we  can.  The  members  of  the  Department  are  dedicated  to  this  cause 
and  their  willingness  to  respond  to  calls  and  participate  in 
training  on  their  own  time  has  proven  this.  The  Town  is  very 
fortunate  they  have  these  call  firefighters  who,  for  the  most  part, 
volunteer  their  time  to  keep  you  safe.  I praise  them  for  their 
commitment  and  thank  them  for  their  service  to  the  Fire  Department 
and  the  Town  of  Berkley.

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

Your  Highway  Department  will  report  on  what  happened  during  1995  and 
1996  together.  When  you  read  this  Annual  Report  it  will  already  be 
the  year  1997.  Due  to  the  Selectmen's  failure  to  send  out  Annual 
Reports  to  our  residents  of  Berkley,  I feel  unwilling  to  report  to  a 
history  book. 

An  Annual  Report  must  be  sent  each  year  before  Annual  Town  Meeting 
and  this  book  should  be  directly  sent  to  the  Historical  Society  for 
safe  keeping.  Most  likely  you  would  be  more  interested  in  what 
happened  in  1996  right?  I will  combine  both  years  in  just  a few 
sentences . 

Your  Highway  Department  has  overlayed  and  paved  the  following 
streets:  Point,  Burt,  Algerine,  Bryant,  and  Church  Streets.  Town 
Landing  Road  has  been  resurfaced  with  asphalt  material. 

Drainage  on  Main,  Seymour,  Berkley  and  Algerine  Streets  was 
accomplished  to  relieve  our  ongoing  water  problems. 

With  only  the  State  paying  for  a used  loader,  the  Town  refused  to 
upgrade  our  equipment,  so  we  continue  to  work  with  our  19  54  grader 
and  1957  Ford  sander.  We  will  try  to  maintain  our  equipment,  but 
age  has  made  it  difficult  to  get  parts. 

The  Highway  buildings  have  been  maintained  yearly  with  paint  and 
repairs.  We  now  have  all  new  roofs  and  they  should  be  set  for  the 
next  twenty  five  years.  With  a building  maintenance  program,  the 
Highway  Department  will  not  need  to  seek  large  appropriations  for 
repairs.  One  new  addition  has  been  installed  to  house  our  1954 
fifteen  ton  roller.  We  should  keep  our  antique  equipment  under 
cover  and  ready  to  go  right? 

For  the  last  three  years  the  Town  leaders  have  recommended  to  table 
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all  town  appropriated  resurfacing  projects  that  the  Highway 
Department  has  requested  on  our  Annual  Town  Meetings.  Makes  me 
wonder  if  it's  a lack  of  money  or  do  they  just  see  that  our  Town 
needs  no  road  repairs?  Upgrading  Berkley's  roadways  are  only  left 
to  state  funding  and  maybe  it's  time  to  let  the  residents  decide  if 
the  roadways  need  repair. 

The  Berkley  Highway  Workers  are  great  with  no  increases  in  their 
hours.  This  Town  doesn't  consider  us  a Public  Safety  Employees  so 
when  you  see  us  working  please  understand  that  we  are  only  trying  to 
make  our  roads  safe  for  our  residents.  I thought  we  were  employed 
to  protect  our  customers . 

In  closing  with  a smile  let's  talk  about  our  new  Town  policy  being 
circulated  from  department  to  department.  The  policy  is:  If  a 
resident  asks  a question  to  a Town  employee  and  gets  a reply  that 
they  are  awfully  busy,  don't  plan  on  getting  an  answer  for  at  least 
six  months.  And  if  you  get  no  answer  at  all  you  will  be  guaranteed 
that  they  will  be  asking  for  a raise  for  the  reason  they  are  awfully 
busy.  It's  time  the  Town  employees  treat  our  residents  as 
customers.  Remember  you  are  paying  the  bill,  so  ask  for  your 
money's  worth.

On  June  30,  1995,  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project 

completed  thirty-six  years  of  service  to  the  cities  and  towns  of 
Bristol  County. 

The  mosquito  control  project  works  year-round  in  its  efforts  to 
reduce  mosquito  breeding  sites  and  adult  mosquito  populations.  The 
Project  uses  several  different  measures  of  control  in  its  never 
ending  fight  against  mosquitoes. 

Winter  Pre-hatch  - To  treat  breeding  areas  that  are  accessible  only 
on  the  ice  during  the  winter  months. 

Soring  and  Summer  Larvicidinq  - To  reduce  the  emergence  of  adult 
mosquitoes  in  areas  where  mosquito  larvae  is  present. 

Catch  Basin  Treatment  - To  stop  mosquito  emergence  from  rain-filled 
catch  basins  and  storm  drains. 

Light  Trapping  Program  - To  monitor  mosquito  populations  as  to  their 
type  and  number  - a program  necessary  in  encephalitis  surveillance. 
Light  trapping  of  mosquitoes  is  also  useful  to  determine  what  areas 
have  high  mosquito  populations  and  should  be  sprayed. 

Water  Management  - A year  round  endeavor  to  clean  and  construct 
mosquito  drainage  ditches  in  lowland  swamps  to  reduce  their 
favorability  as  breeding  sites  for  mosquito  larvae. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  to 
use  pesticides  that  are  environmentally  safe  so  that  the  safety  of 
the  people  and  environment  is  not  jeopardized.  We  use  as  many  of 
the  biological  insecticides  as  are  practical  with  the  environmental 
conditions  present  in  the  New  England  area.  We  are  presently  using 
three  different  formulations  of  B.T.I.  in  our  larviciding  program. 

All  of  our  spray  equipment  is  calibrated  periodically  in  order  to 
insure  that  dosage  rates  remain  at  safe  levels  but  are  adequate  to 
reduce  mosquito  populations.  The  operators  of  our  spray  equipment 
are  state  certified  pesticide  applicators  that  are  required  to 
attend  classes  on  pesticide  safety  on  a yearly  basis. 

During  the  spring  of  1995  many  areas  of  Bristol  County  were  being 
bothered  by  a large  population  of  spring  brood  mosquitoes.  By 
mid-May  we  were  receiving  a significant  number  of  phone  calls 
requesting  our  service.  Our  fogging  trucks  were  sent  to  areas  of 
high  mosquito  density  in  an  effort  to  reduce  their  numbers. 

By  mid-July  calls  for  fogging  had  dropped  considerably  as  we  had 
knocked  down  the  large  spring  brood  of  mosquitoes  in  most  areas  of 
the  county.  The  dry  weather  conditions  that  prevailed  during  the 
late  summer  kept  the  mosquito  population  down  in  most  inland  areas.

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However,  as  a result  of  moon  tides,  water  was  trapped  on  the  surface 
of  some  saltmarshes  which  caused  heavy  breeding  in  those  coastal 
areas.  Saltmarsh  mosquitoes  are  difficult  to  control  with  fogging 
equipment.  The  area  usually  requires  either  larviciding  or  water 
management  work  to  be  done,  the  latter  being  the  most  effective. 

There  were  no  isolates  of  the  EE  virus  found  in  Bristol  County 
during  the  1995  mosquito  season. 

The  Project  answered  all  requests  for  spraying  along  with  our 
regular  spraying  of  known  infested  areas  for  a total  of  5,793.4 
sprayed  acres . 

During  the  spring  and  summer  months  a total  of  800  feet  of  brush  was 
cut  from  ditches  and  600  feet  of  drainage  ditch  was  reclaimed. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  town  officials  and  people  of  Berkley  for 
their  continued  support  and  cooperation  and  look  forward  to  serving 
them  in  the  coming  year.  Should  anyone  have  a question  as  to  what 
might  be  done  to  relieve  a mosquito  problem  in  their  area,  whether 
it  is  water  management  work,  treatment  of  a breeding  site,  or  just 
having  an  area  checked,  please  feel  free  to  call  our  office.

The  94-95  school  year  at  Bristol-Plymouth  concluded  with  the 
graduation  of  132  members  of  the  class  of  1995.  Ninety-five  percent 
of  the  graduates  were  immediately  placed  in  jobs  or  went  on  to 
post-secondary  education.  The  school  had  a total  enrollment  of  757 
students  which  included  37  post-graduate  students  in  the  Licensed 
Practical  Nursing  Program. 


We  have  endeavored  to  increase  the  level  of  technology  over  a five 
year  period.  During  this  year,  we  have  utilized  our  Perkins  grant 
funds  to  expand  computer  technology  in  the  areas  of  Drafting, 
Machine  Shop,  Metal  Fabrication,  Food  Trades,  Mathematics,  and 
Science . 
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The  academic-technical  curriculum  integration  project  continued  with 
the  development  of  an  applied  Biology/Chemistry  program  in  which 
students  experiment  in  a laboratory  setting  with  scientific 
principles  and  concepts  in  a "learn  by  doing"  manner. 

The  math  department  has  introduced  an  innovative  approach  to 
teaching  mathematics  in  an  individually  self-paced  manner  in  which 
students  progress  at  their  own  rate  ana  are  provided  instructional 
support  from  a team  of  math  teachers  to  best  accommodate  their 
individual  learning  styles. 

Bristol-Plymouth  was  part  of  a joint  effort  with  schools  in  Berkley, 
Dighton,  Rehoboth,  Taunton,  the  Bristol  County  Agricultural  School, 
the  local  business  community,  and  the  Regional  Employment  Board  in 
securing  $475,000  in  School-to-Work  funds  to  be  expended  over  the 
next  thee  years.  The  funds  will  be  used  to  provide  students  with 
experiences  and  competencies  which  will  better  prepare  them  for 
entry  into  the  world  of  work.  The  Bristol-Plymouth  Regional  School 
District  serves  as  Fiscal  Agent  for  this  project. 

Facility  improvements  completed  in  1995  include  the  procurement  of  a 
72  passenger  school  bus  enabling  the  school  to  reduce  the  costs  of 
extra  curricular  student  transportation.  Students  of  Bristol- 
Plymouth  as  well  as  community  residents  are  benefiting  from  the 
resurfacing  of  the  athletic  track.  The  District  also  has  received 
funding  from  the  Department  of  Energy  for  the  improvement  of  energy 
conservation  measures  in  the  school. 


Students  continue  to  provide  valuable  services  to  our  member 
municipalities  in  the  form  of  projects  such  as  the  Christmas  Display 
on  the  Taunton  Common,  the  construction  of  cabins  at  the  Old  Colony 
YMCA  Camp  in  Middleboro,  metal  fabrication  assistance  to  the  Berkley 
Highway  Department,  the  striping  and  lettering  of  police  cruisers 
for  the  town  of  Raynham,  the  construction  of  signs  for  the 
Bridgewater  Cemetery  Historical  Society. 


In  closing,  I would  like  to  recognized  and  thank  the  long-time 
employees  who  retired  during  1995.

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION

a determination  as  to  whether  or  not  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act 
applies  to  that  area  and  to  the  proposed  work.  A written  Request  of 
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Determination  or  the  filing  of  a Notice  of  Intent  should  be 
submitted  to  the  Conservation  Commission  together  with  plans  showing 
the  existing  characteristics  of  the  area  and  the  extent  of  the  work 
to  be  done. 

The  relevant  forms  are  available  at  the  meeting  nights  of  the 
Conservation  Commission  which  are  the  first  and  third  Thursday 
evenings  of  the  month,  7:30  p.m.  at  the  Berkley  Town  Offices.

As  the  Gas  Inspector  I issued  thirty  permits  and  made  approximately 
fifty  inspections.  The  total  income  from  gas  permits  was  $690.00. 
The  inspector  received  $355.00,  leaving  a balance  of  $335.00  for  the 
Town  of  Berkley. 

My  duties  as  Plumbing  and  Gas  inspector  were  carried  out  without 
incident  and  there  were  no  unusual  incidents  or  problems.

Interested  persons  should  note  that  new  housing  starts  (building 
permits)  are  down  this  year  as  compared  to  previous  years.  This 
appears  to  be  largely  due  to  a dramatic  drop  in  supply  of  available 
lots  and  rising  sale  prices.  Interest  rates  tend  to  remain  low 
which  should  cause  new  demand  as  more  subdivisions  are  released  for 
development.  Based  on  these  considerations  and  other  factors,  it  is 
estimated  by  the  building  department  that  new  housing  starts  will 
likely  fall  in  the  range  of  55-65  new  homes  or  less  during  1996. 
Finally,  please  note  that  additions  and  other  improvements  to 
existing  homes  continue  to  run  strong  and  are  rising. 


It  is  obvious  to  everyone  that  the  cost  of  government  must  be 
controlled  and  reduced  at  all  levels  and  all  sectors.  To  this  end, 
people  using  town  services  are  reminded  that  following  simple 
procedures  will  go  a long  way  in  helping  ourselves  at  the  local 
level.  Therefore,  when  filing  permit  applications,  etc.,  please  use 
the  following  guidelines: 

1.  Allow  a minimum  of  three  days'  notice  when  requesting 
inspections.  Experienced  contractors  and  builders  usually  allow 
5-7  days  so  they  will  not  be  delayed  in  their  work. 

2.  Allow  a minimum  of  two  weeks  for  processing  of  all  building 
permit  applications.  Federal  and  State  agencies  are  requiring 
more  time  consuming  review  for  compliance  with  regulatory 
statutes  for  the  protection  of  the  consumer. 

3.  A simplified  version  of  state  and  local  building  code  require- 
ments for  new  homes  is  available  to  residents  of  the  town  and 
other  interested  parties  at  a nominal  cost.  This  version  is  not 
intended  to  be  complete,  but  only  to  indicate  basic  requirements 
and  general  procedures  necessary  to  follow  when  applying  for  and 
receiving  building  permits. 

4.  Regular  office  hours  of  the  Building  Commissioner  are  held  in 
the  Town  Office  Building  on  a schedule  which  is  posted  with  the 
Town  Clerk  and  the  Office  of  the  Selectmen.  Telephone  inquiries 
can  be  made  through  to  the  Inspection  Department  (508-824-9286) 
during  the  posted  public  hours  which  are  currently  Tuesday, 
Wednesday,  and  Thursday  8:00-10:30  a.m.  and  most  Thursday 
evenings  8:00-9:30  p.m. 

5.  Please  keep  telephone  inquiries  as  short  as  possible.  The 
public  is  served  on  a first-come,  first-served  basis.  Often 
callers  are  unaware  that  they  have  interrupted  the  service  of 
other  individuals  who  have  been  waiting  in  line  when  times  are 
busy . 

When  following  these  guidelines,  every  effort  will  be  made  to 
provide  optimum  service  in  as  short  a period  of  time  as  the  number 
of  requests  will  allow. 

Once  again,  I would  like  to  thank  the  various  boards  and  individuals 
for  their  assistance  in  carrying  out  the  duties  of  this  office, 
especially  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Board  of  Health,  the  Board  of 
Assessors  and  the  Planning  Board.

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LIBRARY  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES 

It  was  the  best  of  times , it  was  the  worst  of  times , 
it  was  the  age  of  wisdom , it  was  the  age  of  foolishness . . . . 

Charles  Dickens 

This  report  of  the  Library  Trustees  has  been  a very  difficult  one  to 
prepare  as  the  year  had  promised  to  be  filled  with  major 
accomplishments  but  instead,  was  plagued  with  even  greater  setbacks. 
We  feel  it  is  necessary  to  give  an  overview  of  the  events  of  1995, 
but  in  so  doing,  we  need  to  touch  on  events  that  occurred  in  1993, 
1994  and  1996  as  well. 

In  1993  the  Board  of  Trustees  reported  the  results  of  their  five 
year  plan  to  the  Building  Needs  Committee.  This  report  determined 
that  the  current  1918  library  building  was  functionally  obsolete,  as 
well  as  in  violation  of  the  American  Disabilities  Act  and  the 
Architectural  Access  Board  reguirements . It  was  estimated  that  the 
cost  to  bring  the  building  up  to  code  would  be  about  $400,000.00. 
This  did  not  seem  to  be  a cost  efficient  plan  as  the  building  would 
still  be  outdated  and  too  small  for  our  present,  let  alone  future 
needs.  This  plan  would  not  allow  for  expansion  or  growth. 

The  library  was  placed  #3  on  a town  priority  project  list,  which  was 
understood  by  the  trustees. 

Life,  however,  has  a way  of  changing  quickly  for  in  September  1994, 
the  State  made  available  the  sum  of  $45  million  to  be  given  in  grant 
money  to  communities  for  library  renovation  and  building  projects. 
Grant  money  is  received  up  front  as  the  project  progresses  and  is 
not  a loan  to  be  repaid.  This  was  the  first  time  in  many  years  that 
state  funds  were  available  and  it  was  unknown  when  and  if  there 
would  be  funds  in  the  future.  It  was  decided  that  we  could  not  let 
this  opportunity  pass  by  without  at  least  trying  to  secure  funds  for 
the  town. 

The  Trustees,  therefore,  addressed  the  November  3,  1994  Town  Meeting 
to  ask  if  we  should  pursue  this  endeavor,  and  upon  approval,  to  ask 
the  town  to  vote  $25,000.00  for  the  preliminary  plans  to  be 
submitted  with  a grant  application  due  March  2,  1995.  This  request 
was  approved  by  an  almost  unanimous  vote.  One  week  later,  however, 
it  was  learned  that  due  to  procedural  errors,  this  vote  was  invalid. 
The  Trustees  then  had  to  request  the  selectmen  to  call  another 
special  town  meeting  to  repeat  the  process.  On  January  23,  1995  a 
request  for  $20,000.00  was  approved  by  the  townspeople.  The 
additional  $5,000.00  had  been  raised  and  donated  by  the  Friends  of 
the  Library. 

In  January  of  1995,  the  architectural  firm  of  Strekalovsky  and  Hoyt 
of  Hingham  was  selected  to  design  the  addition  and  renovations  of 
the  Berkley  Public  Library.  This  design  and  the  completed  grant  was 
submitted  to  the  state  for  consideration  of  grant  money  for  the  $1.7 
million  project.  Over  70  cities  and  towns  submitted  applications  in 
this  highly  competitive  grant  round. 

It  was  with  great  joy  that  the  Trustees  received  notification  on 
July  13,  1995,  that  Berkley  had  been  awarded  nearly  three  quarters 
of  a million  dollars  in  state  grant  funds.  State  officials 
commended  the  Library  representatives  efforts,  noting  its  strong 
application  as  a major  accomplishment . This  grant  application  is 
now  being  used  by  the  state  as  a model  to  other  communities. 
Berkley  was  one  of  only  13  communities  to  be  awarded  a major 
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construction  grant.  The  town  would  now  need  to  obtain  just  under 
one  million  dollars  for  project  completion. 

On  August  15,  1997,  the  office  of  Senator  Marc  Pacheco  notified  the 
town  that  the  request  for  use  of  additional  public  lands  (the 
common)  had  been  awarded  to  accommodate  the  library  expansion.  This 
was  achieved  due  to  legislation  introduced  by  Representative  John 
Quinn.  The  proposed  new  addition  and  renovation  plan  was  also 
approved  by  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society. 

At  a special  town  meeting  on  October  12,  1995,  the  project  again 
received  overwhelming  support.  A debt  exclusion  election  was 
scheduled  for  December  2,  1995. 

Sadly,  the  December  election  generated  a very  low  voter  turn  out, 
and  the  proposal  was  defeated  by  a vote  of  439  to  343  in  favor. 

The  Trustees  then  petitioned  the  Selectmen  for  a second  special 
election  in  the  hopes  that  this  decision  could  be  reversed.  With 
the  Selectmen's  approval  of  this  election,  the  Trustees  then 
requested  an  extension  of  the  grant  deadline  from  the  state  Library 
Commissioners.  This  was  also  granted,  and  an  election  date  of 
January  1996  was  set.  However,  once  again  the  vote  went  down  in 
defeat,  by  a mere  10  VOTES!  Again,  voter  turnout  was  very  low. 

It  was  with  great  disappointment  that  the  Berkley  Public  Library 
Board  of  Trustees  received  the  final  blow.  There  had  been  great 
excitement  and  anticipation  of  a new  fully  functioning  library 
facility  to  serve  the  public  of  this  town.  To  our  amazement,  many 
townspeople  did  not  know  there  was  to  be  a special  election  although 
there  had  been  much  coverage  by  the  newspaper,  Cable  TV,  special 
flyers,  etc.  Many  people  even  expressed  that  they  did  not  think 
that  their  vote  would  make  a difference,  and  since  they  could  not  be 
in  town  during  voting  hours  (12  Noon  to  8:00  p.m.)  did  not  cast 
their  vote.  Nothing  could  have  been  further  from  the  truth. 

Finally,  as  this  report  is  being  read  in  1997,  the  library  project 
would  have  been  well  underway  with  an  anticipated  completion  date  of 
October  1997,  or  perhaps  sooner.  Instead,  other  Massachusetts 
communities  have  benefited  from  the  use  of  over  $700,000.00  of  our 
state  tax  dollars  for  their  community  library.  And  in  the  words  of 
Charles  Dickens....  "it  was  the  age  of  foolishness" .

Weather/Emerqencv  Situations  - Students  In  School 

Parents  should  be  aware  that  weather/emergencies  may  arise  while  students  are  in 
school.  Due  to  the  emergency,  students  may  be  released  early.  We  will  place  such 
announcements  on  the  radio.  However,  all  parents  may  not  be  notified.  It  is  very 
important  that  parents  make  arrangements  for  the  shelter  and  supervision  of  their 
child  in  case  of  such  emergencies.  Neighbors  or  relatives  should  be  notified  and 
students  should  know  what  to  do  if  parents  are  not  at  home. 

Transportation 

Bus  rules  for  students  have  been  established  by  the  School  Committee.  A student 
must  not  abuse  the  privilege  of  riding  to  and  from  school  by  misbehaving.  The 
enforcement  of  bus  rules  is  the  responsibility  of  the  bus  driver.  An  infraction  of  the 
bus  rules  will  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  pupil(s)  involved  by  a verbal 
explanation  and  warning  by  the  driver.  If  a verbal  warning  is  not  sufficient,  the  driver 
will  complete  a written  report  and  submit  it  to  the  Principal.  A pupil  will  be  placed  on 
probation  if  in  the  judgment  of  the  Principal  the  student’s  behavior  has  been 
unacceptable.  A pupil  shall  lose  his/her  privilege  of  riding  on  the  bus  for  deliberate 
vandalism,  serious  infractions  or  repeated  lesser  infractions  which  affect  the  safety  of 
the  driver  and  other  youngsters  on  the  bus. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Berkley, 

As  your  Superintendent  of  Schools,  I am  pleased  to  prepare  my  first  report 
on  education  in  this  community.  I became  Superintendent  on  August  1,  1995, 
succeeding  Mr.  John  McCarthy,  who  served  as  interim  Superintendent  from  April 
until  August  1995,  and  Mr  Russell  Latham,  who  was  Superintendent  from  July 
1988  until  April  1995. 

This  report  covers  the  actions  of  the  School  Committee  and  events  and 
activities  of  the  Berkley  School  Department  during  the  1995  calendar  year. 

At  the  January  9,  1995,  School  Committee  meeting,  Superintendent 
Russell  Latham  announced  his  resignation  as  Superintendent  of  Schools  after  29 
years  of  continuous  service  with  School  Union  #37  and  six  and  one-half  years  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Berkley.  The  School  Committee  voted  to  accept  his 
letter  of  resignation  and  to  begin  a search  for  a new  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

In  January  the  School  Committee  made  arrangements  with  the  Massachusetts 
Association  of  School  Committees  and  its  representative,  Joanne  Rys,  to  assist 
with  its  search  for  a Superintendent.  A Superintendent  Search  Committee  was 
formed,  and  a Finalist  Screening  Committee  was  set  up.  The  position  was 
advertised  in  appropriate  publications;  and  the  Committee  intented  to  hire  a 
Superintendent  by  June  9,  1 995,  and  to  fill  the  position  by  July  31 , 1 995. 

In  February  the  School  Building  Needs  Advisory  Committee  recommended 
A.  Anthony  Tappe’  & Associates  to  provide  architectural  and  engineering  design 
services  for  the  proposed  school  building  projects.  The  Public  Building  Needs 
Committee  & School  Building  Committee  approved  the  recommendation  and 
contracted  with  Tappe’  for  Architectural  and  Engineering  Designer  Services. 

In  March  the  Parent-Teacher-Citizen  Advisory  Council  prioritized  for  the 
School  Committee  its  recommendations  for  the  FY’96  budget.  Based  upon  recent 
legislation  regarding  foreign  language  proficiency  requirements  by  1997, 
obtaining  a foreign  language  teacher  became  its  first  priority.  As  a result  a full- 
time world  language  teacher  was  hired  for  the  1995-96  school  year,  offering  an 
exploratory  program  of  French  and  Spanish  to  grades  6-8  students. 

A public  hearing  on  the  1995-96  school  department  budget  was  held  at  the 
April  School  Committee  meeting.  At  this  meeting  the  Committee  also  approved 
the  1995-96  school  calendar.  A major  change  to  the  calendar  was  the  scheduling 
of  kindergarten  screening  during  the  fall  rather  than  the  spring  prior  to  entering 
kindergarten.  Moving  the  screening  to  the  fall  allowed  for  an  additional  five 
months  of  development.  It  was  felt  that  preschool  screenings  and  Early 
Intervention  should  be  able  to  identify  potential  problems  early. 
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The  School  Committee  reorganized  at  its  May  meeting,  electing  Maryann 
Smith  as  its  Chairperson  and  Mary  Anne  Vezina  as  the  Secretary.  The 
Committee  approved  the  following  Mission  and  Goals  statements  for  1995-96: 


Berkley  School  Department 
Mission  and  Goals 
1995-96 


Mission: 

In  an  atmosphere  of  mutual  respect,  to  help  all  students  to  appreciate  their 

uniqueness,  to  realize  the  extent  of  their  aptitudes,  and  to  utilize  their  abilities  to 

the  fullest  extent  possible. 

Goals: 

• To  review  and  update  the  social  studies  and  science  curricula  to  coordinate 
and  adjust  to  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  Curriculum 
Frameworks. 

• To  implement  pilot  multi-age  team  collaborative  activities,  utilizing 
developmentally-appropriate  practices  as  the  next  step  toward  a Multi-Age 
Developmental  Primary  (non-graded  continuous-progress  no-fail  primary  K-2). 

• To  implement  an  advisor/advisee  program  for  our  Team  III  “Middle  School” 
students. 

• To  expand  the  extra-curricular  program  offerings  and  to  offer  two  boys’  and 
two  girls’  inter-scholastic  teams  in  any  two  sports. 

• To  continue  work  on  the  update  of  the  School  Department  Official  Policy 
Manual,  especially  so  that  it  will  include  Education  Reform. 

• To  work  with  the  School  Building  Needs  Advisory  Committee  to  develop  plans 
and  proposals  to  meet  school  building  space  needs  by  1998. 

• To  develop  the  enrichment  program  throughout  the  Berkley  Community  School 
with  a part-time  teacher/leader. 

• To  continue  to  strive  for  better  communication  with  the  Berkley  community 
about  programs  offered,  programs  of  which  we  are  proud,  and  the  needs  of  the 
public  schools. 

• To  increase  the  implementation  of  a comprehensive  health  program  that  would 
integrate  health  into  the  students’  curriculum  and  extend  health  education  to 
the  family  and  community. 

• To  implement  a world  language  education  program  into  the  Berkley 
Community  School. 

• To  continue  to  increase  school-community  partnerships  with  taxpayers,  town 
government,  senior  citizens,  parents,  and  businesses.

School  Union  #37  was  terminated,  effective  July  1 , 1 995,  by  vote  of  the 
member  school  committees  from  the  towns  of  Berkley  and  Gosnold  and  the 
Massachusetts  Board  of  Education. 

Block  Scheduling  began  with  the  1S95-96  school  year.  Ninety-minute 
blocks  of  time  are  scheduled  for  grades  6-8  classes.  Block  scheduling  allows  the 
district  to  meet  the  recommendations  of  the  Massachusetts  Commission  on  Time 
and  Learning.  The  Advisor-Advisee  program  was  also  instituted  at  the  middle- 
school  level,  with  22  teachers  and  administrators  working  with  small  groups  of  9- 
12  students  every  six  days  to  discuss  topics  such  as  conflict  resolution  or  peer 
pressure. 

At  the  October  School  Committee  meeting,  Mrs.  Janice  Backlund, 
Administrator  for  Student  Services,  reported  on  special  education  in  the  district. 
Fifteen  percent  of  the  student  body--123  Berkley  students-have  Individual 
Educational  Plans.  The  integration  of  special  education  students  within  the 
regular  education  classroom  has  seen  much  success  at  the  Berkley  Community 
School  and  has  served  as  a model  for  other  schools  in  the  region.  Mrs.  Backlund 
pointed  out  that  a small  number  of  out-of-district  placements  can  greatly  impact 
the  school  budget. 

The  School  Committee  held  a public  hearing  on  the  evaluation  of  teachers 
and  administrators  at  its  November  meeting.  The  Massachusetts  Education 
Reform  Act  requires  the  School  Committee  to  adopt  standards  for  effective 
teaching  and  to  negotiate  with  the  Berkley  Teachers’  Association  on  the 
standards  for  teachers. 

Mr.  Frank  Gallishaw,  Executive  Director  of  the  South  Coast  Educational 
Collaborative,  gave  a presentation  at  the  December  13  School  Committee 
meeting.  Berkley  is  one  of  the  founding  member  districts  of  the  collaborative, 
which  offers  its  members  the  following  services:  special  education  programs  and 
consulting,  technology  training,  and  professional  development  training.  South 
Coast  has  the  lowest  tuition  rates  in  the  state. 

At  the  same  meeting,  the  School  Committee  voted  to  notify  the  SMARTS 
(Southeastern  Massachusetts  Arts)  Collaborative  of  Berkley’s  intention  to 
withdraw  at  the  end  of  the  1995-96  school  year.  The  SMARTS  assessment 
increased  from  $532  in  FY’95  to  $2852  in  FY’96.  Berkley  will  remain  in  Project 
Contemporary  Competitiveness,  a resource  for  gifted  and  talented  students. 

In  addition  to  classroom  instruction,  Berkley  students  were  given  the 
opportunity  to  participate  in  a variety  of  extra-curricular  activities.  There  were 
three  sessions  of  activities  during  1995:  the  winter  and  spring  sessions  offered  8 
programs,  and  135  students  participated;  the  fall  session  saw  122  students 
involved  in  10  different  programs.  Interscholastic  sports  were  also  offered. 
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The  Berkley  Community  School  was  also  busy  during  the  summer  months 
with  its  summer  school  offerings:  200  students  participated  in  14  summer  courses 
from  June  until  mid-August.  Adult  education  also  returned  to  the  Berkley 
Community  School  in  the  fall  of  1995.  Two  adult  education  classes  served  16 
adult  students.  Next  year  brings  the  promise  of  additional  adult  education 
offerings  and  activities. 

The  Berkley  School  Committee  members  attended  two  joint  workshops  with 
the  Somerset  School  Committee  in  April  and  October  of  1995  in  order  to  improve 
their  proficiency  as  school  committee  members  and  to  continue  to  build  rapport 
with  Somerset.  The  School  Committee  initiated  a monthly  newsletter  in  November 
of  1995  to  keep  the  community  informed  of  topics  and  concerns  discussed  at  its 
meetings.  Copies  of  the  newsletter  are  sent  home  through  the  students  and 
distributed  at  the  Town  Library  and  Town  Offices.  Highlights  of  the  meeting  are 
also  reviewed  on  Berkley  Beat  on  the  Thursday  following  the  regular  School 
Committee  meeting. 

The  School  Committee  and  staff  hosted  the  annual  Senior  Citizens’  Holiday 
Dinner  on  a snowy  Saturday,  December  9,  with  80  seniors  in  attendance.  The 
seniors  were  treated  to  a turkey  and  ham  dinner,  entertained  by  the  fourth  grade 
chorus,  and  given  many  door  prizes. 

Berkley  enrollments  continue  to  grow.  The  enrollment  for  Grades  K-8  has 
increased  85%  in  the  years  from  1985  to  1995;  from  409  students  on  October  1, 
1985,  up  to  758  students  on  the  same  date  in  1995.  In  addition,  there  are  9 
ungraded  students  and  45  pre-kindergarten  students  for  a total  of  812  students. 

The  Berkley  Community  School  was  designed  for  600  students.  There  are 
currently  six  classrooms  with  33  students,  the  maximum  number  allowed,  two  of 
which  are  first  grade  classrooms.  Nine  out  of  29  classes  have  30  or  more 
students.  As  an  example  of  how  this  community  has  grown,  we  can  look  at  the 
1995  eighth-grade  class.  In  1981,  35  births  were  recorded  in  Berkley.  When  that 
age  group  came  to  school  in  1986,  there  were  61  students.  When  that  group 
graduated  from  Eighth  Grade  last  year,  there  were  73  students.  United  States 
Census  Bureau  data  released  in  1995  indicates  that  Berkley  is  the  fastest- 
growing  community  in  Massachusetts. 

To  alleviate  space  problems  during  this  1995-96  school  year,  the  Berkley 
School  Department  and  the  Berkley  Lions  Club  arranged  for  the  Berkley 
Community  School  to  use  the  Old  Town  Hall  two  mornings  per  week  for  some  the 
playgroup  activities.  Prior  to  the  fall  of  1995,  all  playgroup  programs  were  held  at 
the  Community  School;  but  overcrowding  made  it  necessary  to  approach  the 
Lions  Club.  Thank  you  to  the  Berkley  Lions  for  allowing  the  school  department  to 
use  the  Old  Town  Hall  for  its  early  intervention  activities. 
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In  1995  the  School  Committee  began  to  review  space  options  for  the  1996- 
97  school  year,  in  which  the  need  for  five  additional  classrooms  is  anticipated  to 
accommodate  the  growing  school  population  and  to  approach  the  School  Council 
goal  of  22  students  per  classroom.  The  following  options  are  being  considered  to 
temporarily  alleviate  space  problems  anticipated  for  1996-97  and  until  a more 
permanent  solution  is  attained: 

• maximize  existing  space 

• consider  other  spaces  in  the  community 
• buy  or  lease  temporary  space  (modular/portable  classrooms) 

• make  room  through  multi-tracking  (year-round  school) 

• lease  out-of-town  space 

A proposed  solution  to  the  long-range  space  problems  at  the  Berkley 
Community  School  and  to  the  projected  increasing  enrollment  is  the  construction 
of  another  school.  The  School  Committee  has  developed  specifications  for  a new 
750-student  primary  school  with  core  facilities  and  expansion  capability  to 
accommodate  1000  students.  During  1995  the  School  Committee  explored  four 
other  options  in  an  attempt  to  reduce  the  cost.  However,  the  Committee  found 
that  with  the  83%  state  reimbursement,  the  proposed  750-student  school  is  still 
the  most  cost-effective  option  because  its  alternatives  for  fewer  students  are  very 
close  in  actual  cost  to  the  town.  If  a primary  school  is  constructed,  the  present 
Berkley  Community  School  would  be  renovated  and  expanded  to  become  a full- 
fledged  middle  school. 


At  this  time  I would  like  to  especially  thank  the  School  Committee 
members,  administrators,  and  our  excellent  faculty  and  staff  for  helping  me 
through  my  first  months  at  Berkley.  Their  welcome  and  support  has  facilitated 
what  I believe  to  be  a smooth  transition.  I look  forward  to  the  challenge  of  heiping 
to  maintain  the  standards  of  excellence  created  for  our  students  by  these 
committed  people.

CURRICULUM  REVIEW 

The  Education  Reform  Act  of  1993  has  mandated  the  establishment  of 
Curriculum  Frameworks  in  all  subject  areas.  Our  five-year  cyclic  review  of  our 
curriculum  will  be  done  with  reference  to  these  state  frameworks.  Currently  our 
social  studies  and  science  curricula  are  being  reviewed/revised.  The  math 
curriculum  revision  was  accepted  in  September,  1992.  The  Literacy  curriculum 
revision  was  accepted  in  June,  1993.  The  revised  visual  arts  curriculum  was 
accepted  in  February,  1994;  the  revised  physical  education  curriculum  was 
accepted  in  September,  1994.  The  revised  health  curriculum  was  accepted  in 
November,  1995.  The  music  curriculum  will  be  completed  later  on  this  school 
year. 


DEPARTMENT  HEADS 

The  concept  of  Department  Heads  was  instituted  on  a one-year  trial  basis 
for  the  1989-90  school  year.  This  model  was  evaluated  by  staff  and 
administration;  and  a report  was  issued  to  the  Superintendent  and  School 
Committee.  The  report  was  overwhelmingly  positive,  calling  for  the  continuation 
of  the  Department  Head  model.  The  following  staff  members  serve  as 
Department  Heads:  Mrs.  Margaret  Martinez,  Ms.  Joanne  Hadley,  and  Mrs. 
Patricia  Kerr. 


ASSISTANT  PRINCIPAL 

Due  to  our  continuing  enrollment  increases  and  mandates  of  the  Education 
Reform  Act  of  1993,  it  has  become  necessary  to  fill  the  assistant  principal 
position  once  again.  Mr.  John  F.  Costa  continues  to  serve  as  Assistant  Principal 
for  Grades  P-8. 


NEW  ENGLAND  ASSOCIATION  OF  SCHOOLS  AND  COLLEGES 

Berkley  Community  School  is  accredited  by  the  New  England  Association 
of  Schools  and  Colleges,  Inc.,  a non-governmental,  nationally-recognized 
organization  whose  affiliated  institutions  include  elementary  schools  through 
collegiate  institutions  offering  post-graduate  instruction. 
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Accreditation  of  an  institution  by  the  New  England  Association  indicates 
that  it  meets  or  exceeds  criteria  for  the  assessment  of  institutional  quality 
periodically  applied  through  a peer  group  review  process.  An  accredited  school 
or  college  is  one  which  has  available  the  necessary  resources  to  achieve  its 
stated  purposes  through  appropriate  educational  programs,  is  substantially  doing 
so,  and  gives  reasonable  evidence  that  it  will  continue  to  do  so  in  the  foreseeable 
future.  Institutional  integrity  is  also  addressed  through  accreditation. 

Accreditation  by  the  New  England  Association  is  not  partial  but  applies  to 
the  institution  as  a whole.  As  such,  it  is  not  a guarantee  of  the  quality  of  every 
course  or  program  offered,  or  the  competence  of  individual  graduates.  Rather,  it 
provides  reasonable  assurance  about  the  quality  of  opportunities  available  to 
students  who  attend  the  institution. 

Inquiries  regarding  the  status  of  an  institution’s  accreditation  by  the  New 
England  Association  should  be  directed  to  the  administrative  staff  of  the  school. 

The  Berkley  Community  School  was  granted  initial  accreditation  by  New 
England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  in  1989.  At  that  time,  we  were 
required  to  submit  a two-year  progress  report  to  NEASC  detailing  our  continuing 
efforts  in  the  areas  of  curriculum,  the  department  head  model,  and  standardized 
testing.  Our  report  was  submitted  for  the  November  14-15,  1991,  Commission 
meeting.  The  members  of  the  Commission  accepted  Berkley  Community 
School’s  two-year  progress  report.  The  next  step  in  this  process  was  for  Berkley 
Community  School  to  submit  a Five-Year  Follow-up  Report  in  1994.  Our  report 
was  submitted  for  the  October  27-28,  1994,  Commission  meeting.  The  members 
of  the  Commission  accepted  Berkley  Community  School’s  Five-Year  Follow-up 
Report.
